THE PRESIDENT. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct, 4.—Tho Presi- 


dent arrived here this afternoon, and was 
driven directly to his temporary resi- 
dence at Senator Jones' house, A few 
persons called on htm this evening'. The 
President's health is better than it was 
when he went to New York. It waa not 
generally known that for two or three 
days last week he was quite sick, having 
caught a severe cold, and for a "timo be- 
ing, it was feared, threatened with pneu- 
monia. President Arthur has surprised 
even bts most intimate friends with his 
reticence. Ho said almost nothing to 
any ot them of his purpose, and a warm 
friend says that Grant was, in his reti- 
cent days, a chatterbox in comparison 
with Arthur now. He has, however, in- 
formed his friend that it is his purpose 
to make no change at present in offices, 
and to make such appointments only that 
are necessary because of vacancies.

else that cats up so surprisingly an 
amount of money, and yields in turn so

<t£Mrthe Mtxtxft making «nch Mils leads 
people jtito dishonest iloaiing,-atd bjlls 
aro-''rnn'Tiiws.ferfe"and there," wherfcv- 
«r"«ne-««wi--g«t--trusted, until finally 
honest payment is out of the question, 
and the shop-keeper may " whistle " 
for hia money. There arc people who 
have no conscience whatever about their 
indebtedness to shop-keepers, their en- 
tire anxiety being limited to ways and 
means of supplying their wants, and 
will wear a garment that is unpaid for 
with all tho aplomb ilnaginablo., Such 
people have no true pride of character 
and the audacity with which they face 
tho world is simply incomprehensible. 
But to tho person of ordinary feeling 
and honesty, to bo in tho meshes of 
small debts must be very harrowing. I 
can't well imagine anything more un- 
comfortable than to owe for one's tea 
and coffee, sugar and rice, ^nutmeg and 
allspice—to always be cogriizant.of tho 
fact that the food you cat and the 
clothes yon wear aro unpaid for! 
A 
large debt, like that for land, or for any 
basis upon which one's income is to be 
obtained, is altogether a different affair, 
while to bo owing for what is alb the 
time beinglost sight of, really, what Is 
moro annoying and degrading, too? As 
a rule, I opine, tho bulk of store bills is 
made up of what could have been dis- 
pensed with until tho money was at hand 
to pay for them. 
Tho people who at 


onco dispute this aro those who have 
never made the experiment ofc dispens- 
ing with what can not be paid- for- on 
tho spot, and to my mind there is no 
comparison between tho «' enjoyment" 
of gratifying one's appetite at the cost 
of self-respect and tho freedom and in- 
dependence of mind that comes from 
•self-denial, tor the worst slavery is that 
<whlch hampers the mind and vexes and 
irritates its serenity. 
To incur debts 


for tho sake-of "keeping up appear- 
ances," ia to mortgage one's liberty to 
•tho most ungrateful of things—the pub- 
lic. I can see no difference between 
living off tho charity of others and in 
buying what you require "on credit," 
where yon do not seo your way clear to 
tho honest payment of such debts, ex- 
cept that in tho one case the help extend- 
ed is gratuitous, while in the other it is 
extortion in legal parlance. 
The result 


is tho same, it is living off the labor and 
income of other people. 
; -' 


There is no time ia': tho career of 


householders when self-denial and a.re- 
solvo to keep freo from small debts can 
bo more easily put in practice than by 
yonng people at tho outset of their 
housekeeping. 
They have youth and 


health and hope and ambition, and can 
forego many luxuries and "necessaries" 
that would be hard for old pooplo to 
dispense with. At all events, I believe 
it to bo tho experience of tho majority 
of people that money, or its equivalent, 
usually comes somcltow to meet the de- 
mands of what is absolutely .essential, 
and that it ia possible for oven the poor- 
est to avoid running in debt for. their 
daily expenses. 
: I used often to sco a poor little lady 
in Faria who earned a modest living by 
teaching music and French, and when 


by her poverty she comforted 


by saying: "It is so ($utifi&w to 


|be poor—and honest," arid: Iv often 


; think of tho consolation lying in the 
,truth of her remark. To bo poor, and 
I to owe no man beyond one's means, is 
[consistent with great happiness. But 
(there ia nothing at all "distinguished" 
litt being-poor, and in debt up-to your 
ears. I would havo peace and freedom 
• of mind, if I had to live ou a crust and 
| had nothing bettor with-which to servo
